As you are aware, the Commission's decision to reject the agreement 
between the Shelby County Public Schools and North Shelby is working to the 
considerable detriment to my client. Altlisugli we have thus far been unsuccessful in 
getting together by phone, I have discussed the matter separately with you and with Don 
arid it is my understanding that North Shelby is willing to withdraw its fire suppression 
tariff coinpletely if it has the Cornmission's assurances that the special contract would 
then be approved as submitted. This solution would seem to achieve everyone's 
immediate objectives and leave all other issues to be considered de novo if and when they 
arise. 

I, and I am sure Don, would appreciate your advice on how best to proceed from 
here.
